f . there are indeed men available to OASSQMRY 1 who will go in so 
long as CAHrTfPCRE exists, but since these men are all volunteers the 
serious problem arises as to what logical and compelling reasons can 
b# given after QAWKHSiE is pronounced dead to mss from the emigration} 
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in otter words* whafe applanation can b© given why they aiiould pi 
in now whan there is not only so little Western appreciation of 
the Ukrainian cause* bet also many evidences (which QA3SQXAMK 1

2. CASSOWARY 2 eeeiimd in a better mood than at any time sines CARYHAQg 
3* a return in October 1950. After the CAHRIA® incident on 19 April 1951 
(which capped a previous bitter disappointment regarding a last minute 
reversal in approval of the proposed English language bulletin in Bm 
York) * CASSOWARY 2*s spirits hit the bottom and remained there throughout 
the sunns? months and into the early fall. It should be remembered that 
after being informed of the achievement ©f radio confcaet with the 6ABHMAGE 
team of May 1951* his only comment was "well* at long last!* Hi® spirits 
seamed up at this conference and he obviously appreciated both the oppor- 
tunity of hearing the etory of what happened to cl S3 pro jeet directly 
fro® C S3 and the chance of participating in the planning for 1952, It 
was with a review of events from May to the present that c o opened the

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3. GA&SOKARI 2 was emphatic in his assertion that the bung li ng BROADWAY 
teams had been the prime instigators of the terrific enemy pressure re-

Actually, the undersigned believes that one say pressure would have bee® 
substantially as extensive in 1951 whether or not the BROADWAY teams had 
run afoul ef Polish and Soviet security feme U r the following reasons}

typical of the Soviets net to have a few strategem a up their sleeves* If, 
an the other hand, resurgent nationalism has become a real threat to the 
Setdets end no successful high-level penetration* ef the underground have 
been possible over the last seven year** then an «ll-o*h campaign to 
eradicate ovary vestige of the movement would be logical and understandable, 
Sven if the deviate are attempting to give the coup do grace* CASSOWARY 2 
is convinced the movement will survive bat whether it will continue to be 
a centrally^oont rolled organisation remains to be teen* 

5* Judging from the reactions of the average Soviet Ukrainian daring the 
last mar* CASSOWARY 2 believes that tbs next war will also appear only in 
terns ef a struggle between two colossal military giants, symbolised by 
Stalin* bis secret polio# and armies on the one hand said the Americans on 
the other, the last war was the dtalin-vwsus-Hltlor war * Next time it 
will be Stalin versus Truman (or Eisenhower). Ukrainians #10 do not know 
shat the United State* represents ideologically knew quite will that it Is 
a military power of the first magnitude. If they are impressed with the 
might of the Baited States tNy sill obey American instructions, but if 
they bolisv* the U.S. will lose the war, they will be disobedient and hard 
to deal with* The oantury-old sense of "dola* (fate) and subservience in 
the Eastern Ukraine automatically gives the winning side many obedient 
allies. Oat of several World War II examples given by gasscmaRY 2* tbs 
following is particularly apt* A short time after the Gormans captured 
the city of Yaroshilovgr&d in the Eastern Ukraine, a member of the Ukrainian 
nationalist movement approached the owner ©f a printing shop and requested 
that a Ukrainian nationalist handbill be run off in 100,000 copies. The 
printer asked whether the Germans wanted this handbill rasiOff. The 
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undargr oUBd man said yea, the Germans had sent him to gat the l e afl e ts 
printed. The jr inter nodded and said way well, he would print then* 
ha cost obor ator y evidence the underground man wore a daman uniform the 
second time he appeared at the printer 1 s, it thle nee ting h© told the 
printer that the German* how desired that these h an db ills he distributed 
and posted throughout the feroahilovgrad area* The printer said rwrjr 
whll, he would do it with the help of friend*, fie would accept no par- 
raent for the printing «r the distribution, The h a n dbil ls were widely 
disseminated and a few day* later the Oeatapo case in, wrested and ehot 
the printer* Qabsowart 2 privately believe* that this unquestioning, 
follow-the-leadmr tendenoy of his dovietised eastern colleagues Is 
important when eonsiderimg such thing* as ssif-deteraination and plebi- 
scites. The Soviet Vkttlxdjam know only Bolshevik "elections 8 and it ie 
quite prefeahle that they would vote the way they are told the American* 
want them to Vote (if they etill respected America a a a power symbol) or, 
if they dislike the American*, they will offer passive resistance and try 
to boycott the AoerioaaHiponsered elections, It will take several years 
of reorientation before Sovietised Ukrainians understand exactly what a 
fee* election la and that they do not have to vote according to anybody's 
order*. (Case Officer Cowaagt i Perhaps hero we have a good reason why 
literally no Ukrainian 'ea&igre j group like* the idea of a plabosoito an the 
issue of national independence). 

6. Awarding to CAStfOWAST 2, the leftwing of the IfflDP comprises nation ally- 
conscious Eastern Ukrainian Marxist** In the Ihiitsd States their main 
representative is fan HCHAJBNICHI in New fork City, who currently ie doing 
research on a grant from the Russian Institute of Columbia University, when 
asked recently by CASSOMICf 2 why the U8DP leftwingers favored the retention 
of the KeUdtss after the next war, HOLGBMXCHI replied that he, like ether 
young Eastern Ukrainians, knew only the Solkho* system during his lifetime 
end that no one should expect young Eastern Ukrainians in the Ukraine today 
to favor some other system completely foreign to their experience. 

7* GA8S0®UBf 2 it wryly amused by the mental anguish newly-errivwd 
Ukrainian Marxist DP** go through when teased by others about their 
diehard loyalty to the snti-capit all at a at schism of Marxist Orthodoxy 
when, after a few months of work within a subway stop or two from mil 
Street, them "Marxists* are buying up furniture, television sets, gold 
watehes, refrigerators and other accoutrements of bourgeois capitalism 
on the instalment plan* then badgered into admitting that capitalist 
America isn't so bad after all, them Marxists still complain that although 
they have all the physical ooaforts their six-da y— a- w s ok Jobs give them no 
leisure time In which to broaden their mind* or go to the theater . Economi- 
cally, thee© people are well off, but still they desire something more* 
free time to take part in the Ukrainian cultwal life of their oonaaieaitiee* 
This gives the lie, in GASSOWAHT 2's belief, to the Greet Russian emigres' 
argument that If things were economically better, the Eastern Ukrainians in 
the homeland would have no qualms about being russified. The exagg eration 
of the economic factor i* an attempt to obscure the mare impor tant foot

0, The eabjeet of QKACTIVE was naturally not discussed by the undersigned 
although UASSO.v'ARI 2 volunteered the statements wnamariaed in Para 1 h and 
in 1 above* Also no mention isms made of any political marriages or eon* 
e oxidations within the Ukrainian emigration. 

9. In parting, CASSOWASI 2 ashed if tbs undersigned knew about tbs diffi- 
culties the Pentagon or ZACABAL is having with the Slovak Committee and the 
CL ZS <ub»idjr that group has* Hie undersigned replied in ell sincerity 
that he knew absolutely nothing about any such committee or subsidy. 

10. Frier to embarking for CSC®, the undersigned plans to have one mere talk 
with CASSOJfAffl 2 (probably around 11 January) so that we have the advantage 
of his superior operational acumen*
